We still need to save paper, but more than 
that we need a rest. 


For fifteen years it has been the policy of this office to cancel one 
issue of our weekly newspaper, in either July or August in order that we 
and our help might enjoy a week or ten day holiday.

Instead we are combining the two in one reg- 
ular-sized edition, saving the time in foundation work, the going to press, 
bindery, folding, wrapping and mailing that the extra edition would entail 
and assuring ourselves of release for a few days vacation from the grind of 
printing office duties, of which P.S. is but one of several obligations. 

Be back with you again with September issue. Until then: “Grab a hol- 
iday your-own-self !”

IN VANCOUVER ISLAND AND BRITISH COLUMBIA 


By R. NAIRNE and G. E. WELLBURN 





Wells, Fargo cover from Sonoma, Cal., to French Creek, B.C., 


(Concluded From Last Issue) 


It has been pointed out that at 
first Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia were separate colonies. 
Each had its own postal arrange- 
ments. Vancouver Island was content 
to allow incoming letters to enter 
tax free, but in 1864 British Colum- 
bia decided to charge a fee on all 
Wells Fargo mail entering that 
Colony. Where Wells [F'argo’s letters 
were handed on to Dietz and Nelson’s 
Express, for forwarding over their 
routes, the same charge was made. 
This was paid at New Westminster 
by means of the 2%4d. stamp, but 
actually 3d. was charged, so that 
used in this manner the stamp is an 
unsurcharged provisional. 

The 3d. British Columbia stamp 
appeared in November 1865  replac- 
ing the 2%4d. About the same time 
Vancouver Island (which had prev- 


dated Feb. 16,

iously changed its currency over to 
the decimal system) brought out 5- 
cents and 10-cents stamps of its own, 
and these were used exclusively on 
Vancouver Island until April 8, 1867. 
After this date they were used 
throughout the united Colony of 
British Columbia. At first there was 
some doubt as to the validity of the 
Vancouver Island stamps, and dur- 
ing 1866 the 5c value was used main- 
ly on Wells Fargo letters from Vic- 
toria, some of these being the rare 
unperforated variety of this stamp. 


After the two Colonies had united 
as British Columbia, a Postal Ordin- 
ance was passed in April 1867, which 
obliged Wells Fargo to pay postage 
on all their incoming mail. And so 
for convenience the 5c. Vancouver 
Island stamp was stocked in the San 
Francisco office of the company, 
which accounts for the San Francisco 
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postmarks sometimes seen on this 
issue. 

(In 1867 a surcharged 2 cent stamp 
was issued for newspapers, and in 
1869 additional surcharged British 
Columbia stamps appeared, values 5 
cents to $1.00. The first printing of 
these was perforated 12%. (Scott’s 
catalogue is in error in listing the 
perf. 14’s before the 12%’s). Some 
of the surcharged 5c. Perf. 14 were 
used by Wells Fargo in San Fran- 
cisco, just as the 5c. Vancouver had 
been. 

In July 1870 an excharge of post- 
al rates was established with the 
United States, and the strange ar- 
rangement by which a British Colony 
made use of the stamps of a foreign 
country on its mails came to an end. 
British Columbia stamps were at 
last recognised as having an inter- 
national status. Under the new ar- 
rangement a 8d British ‘Columbia 
stamp ona Wells Fargo envelope 
was all that was needed to deliver 
the letter to any address in the U.S. 
An interesting exception was made 
in the case of Wells Fargo Express 
mail to the United Kingdom—such 
letters still required a 5e British Col- 
umbia stamp, plus 6c in U.S. post- 
age, as well! 

Canadian Stamps. 

It might have been expected that 
when British Columbia threw in its 
lot with the Dominion of Canada in 
1867 the (Federal Government would 
have terminated the agreement with 
Wells Fargo & Co., and entirely 
monopolized the postal business of 
the new Province. But the old ar- 
rangement continued, and stamps of 
the Dominion of Canada were used in 
combination with Wells Fargo franks 
well into the ’80’s. The 6c. 1868, and 
8c, 5c. and 6c of 1870 can be found 
thus. 

Wells Fargo Printed Franks 

There were three main types of 

Wells Fargo printed franks on their 


envelopes as sold at Victoria. The 
usual one, printed in black, read 
“Over our California and Coast 


Routes”, and was for use in British 
Columbia and down the coast. A 

similar one in red, but reading 
“Through our California and Atlant- 


ic Express” was used for transcon- 
tinental mail, followed later by an- 
other one inscribed “Over our lines 
in the United States”, in black. 
These three standard types can al- 
so be found with the additional in- 
scription printed under the frank:— 


VICTORIA, VANCOUVER ISLAND. 


VICTORIA AND BRITISH COL- 
UMBIA. 


VICTORIA, BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


It is beyond the scope of this art- 
icle to make any attempt to list all 
the combinations which exist of 
Wells Fargo & OCo’s franks with 
Dietz & Nelson’s and Barnard’s Ex- 
press, for there are some thirty of 
these at least. In addition there are 
the various U.S. stamped envelopes 
on which the above were printed to 
be taken into consideration, as well 
as two or three types of plain en- 
velopes—so it is really not an ex- 
aggeration to state that the dif- 
ficulty seems to be to find two of 
these covers which are identical in 
all respects. (Of course, its mighty 
hard to get hold of any of them at 
all!) 


Wells Fargo Handstamps. 


Wells Fargo and Company during 
their operations in British Columbia 
used the following handstamps as 
cancellations :— 

(1) Oval, 42x23mm., with EX- 
PRESS in “Old English” type. 

(2) Oval, 88x27 mm.,.dated type. 

(3) Similar, but with date omitted, 
used after Confederation. 

(4) Oval, 40x24 mm., 
date. 

(5) Tiny oval, 19x15 mm. with “W. 
F. & Co.” and date. Use in Victoria 
not proved. 

Wells Fargo Adhesives. 

It is not generally known that 
Wells Fargo sometimes used adhes- 
ives of their own in British Colum- 
bia. These were not the stamps list- 
ed in Scott’s Catalogue of Locals, 
but were printed on red glazed paper 
similar to those used by Barnard’s 
Cariboo Express. They measure 
about 38x23mm., and show the words 
“WELLS FARGO & COS’ / EX- 
PRESS / VICTORIA, B.C.” One of

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NMicGreely’s Express 


Illustrated herewith is a picture of 
McGreely’s Express stamp, doubted 
by some in regard to its purpose and 
supported by others as a genuine 
Alaskan local. In the face of such dif- 
ference of opinion the reader may 
question why a journal devoted chief- 
' ly to Canadian philatelic matters 
should give this particular stamp 
somewhat lengthy mention. 


First, we are interested in any of 
the pioneer mail services, transient 
and all as they may be, which afford- 
ed means of letter communication to 
new settlements prior to efficient 
establishment of government mail 
service. Secondly, while the Mc- 
Greely Express was an Alaskan set- 
up, the proximity of its field of oper- 
ation to the Yukon in those early 
gold rush days, would naturally see 
use made of it on one leg of the jour- 
ney for a letter from the Yukon to 
the outside. 

With all credit to the writer, 
Charles E, Chapel and to the “Week- 
ly Philatelic Gossip”, of Holton, Kan- 
sas, there appeared in that journal 
in September 27 and October 4, 1941, 
the following excerpt in an article by 
the above writer: 

(Editor’s Note:—The name Mar- 
cuse is said by Chapel to have been 
the operator of the Express). 

The excerpt follows: 

“One of those who carried mail 
from the Yukon Territory down to 
Dyea is referred to by Mr. Marcuse 
as “Lindsay”. According to Mr. Mar- 
cuse, on Lindsay’s last trip from the 
mines dawn to Dyea he spent all the 
money the miners had given him for 
U.S. stamps to place on their letters, 
and he had spent all his private 
funds. Lindsay threw the bags of 
mail into the street and disappeared. 

“As an act of charity, Marcuse af- 
fixed his own stamps to the letters 
abandoned by Lindsay, hauled the 
mail to Skagway and talked a ship 
captain into a promise that he would 
carry the mail to the United States, 
where he would try to get the San 
Francisco Chronicle to accept the task 
of paying U.S. postage on the let- 
ters and depositing them in the mail. 


This was actually done, for Marcuse 
received hundreds of letters of thanks 
from people all over the United 
States, and some from people in for- 
eign countries, all of whom learned 
of the generous acts of Marcuse, the 
ship captain, and the newspaper.” 

The above, besides being an intrig- 
uing chapter in the romance of mail 
service, would give support to our in- 
terest in a matter wherein mail orig- 
inating at a Canadian point was ser- 
viced on its trip. 


DYER- 


OA tarena 
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According to Chapel the McGreely 
Express was established by an Amer- 
ican, S. C. Marcuse, who had arrived 


_in Alaska early in 1898 and first did 


a cigar business in Dyea and Skag- 
way. Selling all his ‘cigars he cast 
about for another business venture, 
and the express for transport of mail 
by motorboat between Skagway and 
Dyea suggested itself. While only 
about four miles apart overland the 
rocky land between made overland 
travel practically impossible. 

Access to these two towns was by 
sea and up the natural inlet named 
Lynn Canal. The Lynn Canal ends in 
a Y with Skagway on the east tip of 
the Y and Dyea on the west tip. 
Freight could easily be landed at 
Skagway but Dyea, having no har- 
bor, handling freight there was dif- 
ficult, thus Skagway had preference. 
From this latter place the freight 
was taken by launch or lighter 
around the V of the Y. 

Incidently access further inland and 
to the Yukon was afforded by two 
routes, one from either town. Later 
the White Pass Railway was built in- 
land from Skagway, and as a result 
Dyea and McGreely’s Express passed 
out of existence. 
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The odd point about the McGreely 
Express is that it was named after 
the man Marcuse employed to run 
the motorboat carrying the mail. 
Perhaps Marcuse shrewdly estimated 
that naming the service after his em- 
ploye was one way to gain his loyalty 
and continued service. 

Regarding the McGreely service, it 
can be seen that like other gold rush 
settlements which had sprung up 
ahead of established postal service, 
the trusting of letters to the uncert- 
ain care of travellers to the outside 
might or might not see them deliv- 
ered. Absence of law and order in 
such early boom towns naturally 
didn’t contribute to a serious sense of 
obligation in the matter of doing er- 
rands for others. Thus these private 
postal services which operated in 
early pioneer districts were much 
welcomed and patronized. 

The McGreely Express stamp is 
printed in blue, on white gummed 
paper, perforated. Besides the denom- 
ination (25c), and name, McGreely’s 
Express, there appears the names 
Dyea-Skaguay (note “U” used in 
spelling of Skagway). Pictured is: a 
loaded dogsled, driver and dogteam. 

Re Chapel’s analysis of adverse 
criticism of the stamp he mentions 
that W. Sellschop & Co. published 
doubt of its bona fide character in 
April, 1898, shortly after the stamps 
must have been printed and before 
common use could have been made of 
them. 

A second mention was published 
by Henry C. Needham, in 1918, which 
agreed with Chapel’s findings in all 
but that Needham had erroneously 
placed the date of issue at 1908 in- 
stead of 1898. 

In referring to the more adverse 
publicity given in Melville’s “Phant- 
om Philately” Chapel discounts Mel- 
ville’s reliability in his conclusions re 
this item that he relied on already 
published criticism instead of investi- 
gating for himself. In support of this 
he quotes Melville as making the 
same mistake as Needham in using 
the 1908 date. 

He did, however, credit Needham 
and Melville with admitting that ap- 


parently the McGreely had 
done postal duty. 

On the other hand Chapel doesn’t 
provide much in the matter of dates, 
himself, such as time of year Mc- 
Greely’s Express was established, or 
actual time it ceased to exist. Or is 
reference made to winter service 
when the motor boat could not be 
used, Perhaps the pictured dogteam 
on the stamp was meant to infer that 
service in the winter time was by 
such means, over the frozen inlets 
between the two towns.

WARTIME COUNTERFEITS 


In the first Great War England 
counterfeited a then current German 
stamp for use in mailing ‘wartime 
literature to German citizens. The 
mailing pieces were run across the 
German border and secretly mailed 
in inconspicious quantities at Ger- 
man post offices. 

This war the Germans have got 
into the picture with Phony stamps 
on the British Empire. 

They changed the Geo. VI Great 
Britain Coronation stamp by sub- 
stituting a picture of Stalin in place 
of Queen Elizabeth. Soviet Empire 
initials are coupled at the top with 
the word Britannia and date of the 
Teheran Conference appears in the 
bottom line. 

Another changed British stamp 
was the King Geo. V. Jubilee which 
the Germans counterfeited by re- 
placing the King’s head with that of 
Stalin making use “of Russian 
symbols in the design and dating it 
1939-1944. The legend reads, “This 
War Is a Jewsh War”, omitting the 
“Tin “Jewish. 

Overprinting the first British Geo. 

VI stamps with the - “Wording 
Liquidation of Empire” was another 
device of the Germans. Various Brit- 
ish colonies stamps were treated in 
this manner. 
To make the stamps more impres- 
sive British postal marks were also 
counterfeited and the stamps offered 
cancelled or uncancelled. 5

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CORRECTION RE WELLS, FARGO 


AND BARNARD 


We have found much interest de- 
veloped as result of the first instal- 
ment of the Wells, Fargo article in 
last issue. A few points have also 
been raised. On the caption for the 
illustration used on our outside cover 
page, the wording should be ampli- 
fied to read: 

“Wells, Fargo cover from Stock- 
ton, California, to New Westminster, 
the capital of the mainland colony of 
British Columbia. Letter was turned 
over to Dietz & Nelson’s Express by 
Wells, Fargo at their Victoria office 
on Vancouver Island. The 212d colon- 
ial stamp shown under “Collect” 
mark, was the fee charged by the 
British Columbia Post Office on all 
Wells, Fargo mail after June 20th, 
1864.. Vancouver Island did not make 
any charge on incoming Wells, Fargo 
letters until April, 1867, which was 
after the two colonies had united as 
‘British Columbia’.”’ 

Our original caption did not point 
out the distinction and ruling as pre- 
vailing before the time of the united 
colonies. 

From Montreal we received a letter 
stating our illustration of the Bar- 
nard’s adhesive used on page 20 of 
the June Issue of P.S. was a counter- 
feit, by reason of having a triple line 
border, claiming that no other gen- 
uine or counterfeit type of the item 
had this feature. 

In explanation we must say that 
the illustration was one from a group 
of stock cuts we purchased four years 
ago and not furnished by the authors 
of the article. 

The item is rather a poor reproduc- 
tion through the fact that it is a half- 
tone engraving of a reddish or green 
subject — which colors photograph 
dark as well as the darker ink print- 
ing of the design, often to the sub- 
mergence of the clarity of the print- 
ing design. We did not, however, 
know the subject was a counterfeit 
when we used the illustration. 

To stick our neck out further, we 
print two more cuts of Barnard’s 
from our cut morgue, making no 
other claim than that they represent

We might explain that these latter 
cuts are “line cuts”, a form of en-

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CONCERNING STATE 
by 
F. WALTER POLLOCK 


I could hardly do otherwise than 
to acknowledge the entire accuracy 
of the definition of the word 
“STATE”, as given by Dr. White- 
head in POPULAR STAMPS for 
May, inasmuch as it serves only to 
prove my contentions; if one will 
read the definition carefully, it will 
be seen that, philatelically, it would 
apply to unfinished die proofs, but 
not to stamps which are printed 
from plates which are not engraved, 
but are transferred from finished 
dies. 

There may be some very few 
early stamps which were produced 
directly from the engraved dies, and 
if, after the first impressions, the 
dies were re-touched or altered in 
any way, later impressions would 
represent the second state. If I am 
not mistaken, the “Sydney Views” 
would fall within this category, but 
no Canadian stamps were so pro- 
duced. 

It is quite true that plates may be 
re-entered to offset the effects of 
wear, but certainly that does not 
argue that, before re-entering, the 
plate was unfinished. Some _ re-ent- 
ries occur before the plate is first 
put to press, to correct a light or un- 
even transfer; other re-entries are 
made after years of service. No bet- 
ter example is to be found than the 
plate for the Canadian special de- 
livery stamp of 1898 which, after 
more than fifteen years of service, 
was completely re-entered in 1913, 
yet to this day, no one, to the best of 
our knowledge, has ever reported the 
finding of a re-entry on this partic- 
ular stamp. Will the good Doctor, 
distinguish between a stamp printed 
from this plate in 1898, and again 
early in 1914 after the re-entering, 
describe the early printing as “the 
first state’, and so argue from his 


own definition that the plate laid 
down in 1898 was unfinished? 
According to the original article 


in POPULAR STAMPS for Feb- 
ruary, two million stamps were pro- 
duced from one plate of two hundred 


subjects of the MHalf-Cent Maple 
Leaves of 1897, the stamp around 
which this discussion started; this 
would mean that the plate went to 
press ten thousand times. Dr. White- 
head does not say how many “large 
mint blocks and complete sheets” the 
was privileged to examine, but I 
doubt whether they were of suf- 
ficient number to justify any posit- 
ive statement that all the re-entries 
or other identifications found in one 
“state” and not in the previous 
“state” were imposed upon the plate 
simultaneously—that is, between 
one certain impression and the next. 
If not, would not each successive 
alteration result in a new “state” so 
that, for all that can be shown to 
the contrary, there might literally 
be tens or hundreds of “States” if 
ALL the impressions from this 
plate could be assembled, and ar- 
ranged in the order of production? 
The testimony of Ernst Neuman 
is irrelevant and immaterial; the dis- 
cussion concerns the production of 
postage stamps which are still by 
most countries (including Canada) 
produced for utilitarian rather than 
for aesthetic reasons; I am well 
aware of the fact that it is not ethical 
for an artist to renew the lines of an 
etching in order to produce more 
copies, when the purchaser of a 
print has paid a certain price based 
upon the limited productivity of the 
plate. Governments sell stamps to 
carry the mail; not as objets d’art, 
though some stamp collectors buy 
them with such an idea in mind.

My comments on booklet panes 
without tabs and with tabs “skillfully 
replaced” brough forth a variety of 
comments. So, maybe I’m wrong, 
maybe I’m right and maybe I’m just 
“Mr. Fifty-fifty”. Nobody sent me 
Ten Bucks for a sample of my craft- 
manship so we'll call the issue a 
draw till I collate more extraneous 
evidence—some of which looks very 
interesting. 

No doubt dealers and particularly 
the big-time auction houses are hard 
put to find material in order to 
round out their catalogues. For the 
collector who collects ‘oddities” a 
glance through a dozen current auc- 
tion catalogues will usually turn up 
some pretty odd items. One of the 
recent offerings was one of those 
“Alice in Wonderland” stock books. 
No doubt a “First Edition” of this 
item is valuable but a rank imitation 
brought good money from someone. 


Watch out for what appears to be 
a distinct shade variety in our well- 
known Ten Cent ‘“Mountie” (219). 
The distinction is just as obvious as 
the 1988 Ten Cent “Peace Tower” 
stamp which the catalogue disting- 
uishes as “Dark Carmine” and “Car- 
mine Rose”. It almost looks to me 
like a plate variety. The dark car- 
Mine variety shows the horizontal 
sky lines pretty uniform while in the 
normal carmine rose the horizontal 
lines seem to fade out in spots. 

John Heard who. was the purchaser 
of the famous Goodchild 
collection, on which much of the 
stampless information in Holmes’ re- 
cent book on Canada was based, tells 
me that this collection comprised 
about 2600 pieces. The collection was 
divided into about 30 groups. For 
instance the “Free” group has about 
185. The “Money Letter” section has 
about 45 (Page F. Walter Pollock). 

Under the “Essay” section of Jar- 
rett’s B.N.A. book (1929) I often 
wondered what the “E4” design was 
intended to depict. I always put it 
down to a Roman warrior of some

sort but never could see the connect- 
ion. The new “Essay-Proof” Society 
catalogue calls this ‘“Viking’s Head” 
which lends credence to the idea of 


some that the Early Norsemen 
should get credit for getting over

Cabot. Its the only instance I know 
of where our Postoffice Department 
even got clese to giving the Norse- 
men any recognition. Our South of 
the Border Cousins have gone much 
further with their well known Norse 
issue of 1925. I’m just wondering 
though if the Norsemen really wore 
metal helmets and I would like to 
see Winthrop Boggs enlarge on this. 
Maybe he will in his new catalogue. 

Afterthought— maybe the “state 
of the plate” has something to do 
with that “Mountie” variety. Then 
again it often effects after-dinner 
speakers at Philatelic banquets. 
There’s no end to the ramifications. 

The new Canadian Philatelic Soc- 
iety 1945 “Year Book” is now to 
hand. A desirable feature would have 
been the listing of the Secretaries of 
the associated stamp clubs with their 
meeting days. I still think C.P.S. 
members should have this informat- 
ion and it might well be listed in 
“Popular Stamps” in the space as- 
signed to C.P.S. news. 

I still think that the most valuable 
function of any stamp society is the 
exchange of information as well as 
stamps. That should be the ‘FIRST 
endeavor of its officers. The mere in- 
creasing of membership seems a sec- 
ondary consideration to this scribe. 
The fact that John Jones of Pugwash 
Junction, N.S., joins the C.P.S. leaves 
me somewhat chilly but if John has 
the dope on why some of the Nova 
Scotia’ stamps were perforated one 
way only and will pass along the in- 
formation ... then Pm all for him 
and the C.P.S., if the latter can in- 
duce him to pass along his story.

But it also appears that the poses- 
sors of these collections are, all of 
them, seeking these slogan cancels 
on full cover now. Our advice to the 
undecided and newcomer will still 
be; DON’T CUT until you are sure 
that is the way you WANT to col- 
lect: We collect as we like and shall 
continue the cut collection as well as 
the entires and trust others will also 
suit themselves. 

The purpose of this column is to 
list Canadian Post Office Slogans 
used this year; sufficient data is 
given for identification and there 
has not been two types of the same 
Slogan used in the same town at the 
same time. 

Pricing and detailed typing are 
outside the scope of this solumn at 
the present time, more research 
work has to be done first for accur- 
ate information on either. Anyone 
wishing more details of the inform- 
ation we have—and seek, can have 
some circulars on the subject by 
sending’ postage.

AAAUTO NHL AT QUAL $ 
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Notes on the Two Cent, Numeral, of 1899 


By DR. ALFRED 


In response to several enquiries 
regarding the frames of the 2-cent 
Numeral, of 1899, die 2, I submit 
the following brief notes. They make 
no attempt to finally solve the prob- 
lem, but merely point out certain 
features of these baffling frame 
lines. 

The frame of the normal stamp 
consisted of four parallel lines very 
close together. This stamp is listed 
by Scott as die 1, and appeared in 
carmine late in August, 1899. In 
June of the following year, stamps 
with the 3-line frame began to ap- 
pear; these latter are listed by 
Scott as die 2, number 77a. But the 
3-line frames of Die 2 are of several 
types, and it is this diversity of type 
that makes a simple, fool-proof ex- 
planation so difficult to devise. 


TYPE A. June, ’00 - about Jan., ’01. 


-~ Three light, thin lines, sometimes 
broken and partial, so partial on 
many specimens as to appear as 
only two lines at the left. The 3-line 
area is noticeably narrower than the 
4-line area of Die 1. The many var- 
lations in the frame lines (generally 
the outer ones) of this and the other 
types may be the result of careless 
work in ‘cleaning-up’ the plates. An 
added possibility is plate wear. 

TYPE B. June, ’00. Booklet Stamps. 


All booklet stamps are die 2, and 
actually appeared a few days before 
the Die 2 stamps perforated all 
round. The frames are very similar 
to TYPE A and may prove to be 
from the same die. 


TYPE C. February - May, ’01. 


Somewhat uncommon. Very simil- 
ar to Type A, but with the N.W. cor- 
ner lightly impressed. Mr. B. K. Den- 
ton has recently discovered that 
these are from Pl. 12, 38rd. state 
Most of the specimens show traces 
of re-entry, some slight, others more 
marked, and a few are among the 
boldest re-entries to be found in the 
whole range of philately. Note this 
fact: the frames have also been re- 
entered! Furthermore, the frames

show the weakening apparent in the 
N.W. area, an impossible achieve- 
ment if the frames had .been recut 
on the plate. Working alone on large 
numbers-of this stamp I discovered 
this Type C about three years ago, 
and at once its importance and inter- 
est struck me. It may well be that 
a proper solution of the problem pre- 
sented by Type C will give the 
answer to the whole question. [

as they have material of exceptional 
interest concerning’ it. 


TYPE D. Late in 1901.- October or 
November, 1902 


Three unbroken frame lines all 
round, the middle one somewhat the 
strongest. Pairs and other multiples 
may be found with apparently no 
variation in the similarity of the 
frame lines, an exactness almost im- 
possible if they had ‘been recut on 
the plates. 


TYPE E. About November, 1902 to 
June, 1903. 


Similar to Type D, but with 
stronger frame lines 
Much recutting of the frames, 
especially on the right. The recut- 
ting, often bold and clumsily execut- 
ed, is with evident intention of 
strengthening or repairing, rather 
than producing, the 3-line frames. A 
few fine re-entries, one or two of 
them superlative (among the latter 
the most spectacular found on this 
stamp; it is rare. I found only one 
copy in my first 50,000!) Again, the 
frames have been re-entered. 

To sum up! The advocates of a 
new die must go further and present 
us with not one new die but two or 
not impossible 
and may yet prove to be the case), 
and the advocates of .re-cutting are 
faced with the Type C stamps and 
the stubborn evidence of the re-ent- 
ries. At this stage it would seem that 
the problem could be solved only if 


still 
generally. 
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the Ottawa firm kept engraving re- 
cords (die, roller and plate records 
complete) together with proof sheets 
from each plate and each state of 
each plate. Are these in existence? 


Postscript 


Mr. Winthrop S. Boggs has this 
to say in the Essay-Proof Journal 
for April, 1945: 

e «Im the 1897 “Maple Leaf? 
issue the original vignette of Queen 
Victoria was engraved with only the 
words “CANADA POSTAGE”. From 
this vignette a transfer roll was 
made, and then secondary dies were 
laid down, one for each denominat- 
ion, and on these secondary dies the 


frames and other inscriptions were 
added. These secondary dies were 
hardened, other transfer rolls pre- 


pared, and the plates laid down. 

This procedure was also used for 
the 1898 “Numerals”, and the 1903 
King Edward VII issues. We might 
also note that the die proofs of the 
“Numerals” issue give us conclusive 
evidence that the 2c. carmine was 
produced from only one die, and that 
the so called Die 1 and Die 2 should 
be known as “Types” ” 

(End of quote) 


The present writer suggests that 
Mr. Boggs’ “Type 2” will have to be 
subdivided into sub-types, as Type 
2A, Type 2B, Type 2C, ete.

RE THE TERM “STATE” 


Those who have been following 
the articles in Popular Stamps, with- 
in recent months, dealing with “The 
Half Cent, Maple Leaves of Canada, 
1897” and later reference to the Two 
Cent. Numerals will recall that the 
author was questioned by another 
writer on the use of the term 
“states” in relation to steel plate en- 
graving for postage stamps. 

The following, taken from a let- 
ter to the author of article in quest- 
ion, which has been received recently 
from Mr. Winthrop S. Boggs, phil- 
atelist, and close student of Canada 
issues, may be of interest. 


“Dr. Alfred Whitehead,— 


“Your articles in Popular Stamps 
were of particular interest, and I am 
pleased to find that your conclusions 
in the main agree with mine. 

“In the article, ‘A Definition, Some 
References, and Some Remarks’, 
you remark that, “I shall be amazed 
if I am assured by some responsible 
person that the admirable term 
“state” has not already been used by 
Carroll Chase, Stanley Ashbrook, 
et al.”. 

“Without claiming to be the “re- 
sponsiblle person” you have in mind 
I can assure you that both the gent- 
lemen use the term “State” in refer- 
ring to the various conditions of the 
plate during its life. In his work on 
the 8c 1857 Dr. Chase uses the term 
repeatedly, and on page 86 the chap- 
ter “Plate”, (Early, Intermediate and 
Late States) “Other plates are ment- 
oned as existing in only one state, 
etc. Mr. Ashbrook in his great book 
on the le 1851-57 uses the term 
frequently, e. g. on page 127 he says, 
“The Late State of Plate One is one 
of the most interesting”, etc.” 

The above letter thus informs that 
the term “State” has been used by 
noted American writers on philatelic 
matters.

these rare items on a piece of cover 
is in the Wellburn collection, but 
there is little information available 
as to their use. 

Such, in a very condensed form, 
is the story of Wells Fargo and 
Company in Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia. It is to be hoped 
that some day the complete history 
of the express companies in these 
colonies will be written, for it is full 
of romantic interest, and is little 
known to the average collector. 
Deaville’s Postal History of the col- 
onies is an admirable and brilliantly 
written volume—an astonishing piece 
of work considering it was not writ- 
ten by a philatelist, nor primarily 
for philatelists—and the writers are 
greatly indebted to it for much of 
the foregoing information. Since its 
appearance, however, a considerable

Cashing of Vacation Pay Credit 
Stamps will take place this month in 
Ontario following closing of the first 
year since passing of the Act in the 
Province: In 1944 in the Ontario 
Legislature an Act was passed 
known as “Hours of Work and Vac- 
ations with Pay Act”. The Act simp- 
ly states that, workers will be re- 
quired to work not more than forty- 
eight hours a week and that each 
year they will be given one week’s 
holidays with pay. Every person who 
works for an employer in the prov- 
ince of Ontario who can qualify 
under the Act as having been con- 
tiniously employed by the same em- 
ployer for a period of one year prior 
to or since July ist, 1944, shall re- 
ceive one week’s holidays with Pay 
based on 2% of his total annual 
earnings. The date of the holiday is 
not set by the Board, but by the em- 
ployer, and, wherever possible, by

To cover the Construction Indust- 
ry, which by its very nature is inter- 
mittent and in many cases a man 
would never be able to qualify for 
holidays, a system of Vacation Credit 
Stamps has been set up. At the end 
of each working day or working 
week the employer is required to af- 
fix to each record book vacation 
credit stamps issued by the Minister 
of Labour and purchased by the em- 
ployer in an amount equivolent to 
2% of the earning of the employe 
during such working period. Follow- 
ing the 30th day of June each year 
the employe presents his record book 
at his bank and receives the amount 
of money accruing to him as vacat- 
ion credit.
